Shotgun Plug Sizes 

Last year, many of the loonl 
gunners brought up the ques- 
tion regarding: the specific sires 
of the shotgun transformers, , 
or pluRS, required by law to be 
used In nil repeatlnR shotguns 
In the taklnR of miRratory 
Ranie birds. 

Before you go into t.-.e field, 
be r ure your shotgun magazine 
is fitted with a plug ot the prop- 
er length. Hunters without plugs 
are subject to fines, since most 
local boys use Winchester shot- 
guns, we dcf'ue plhg dimensions 
using their models. 

Following are the dimensions 
of ‘he plugs which limit all Win- 
chester single barrel repeating 
shotguns to two sheli. j in the 
magazine and one in the chamb- 
er. 

The one half inch by ten and 
three eights inch plue limits the 
capacity of some models to three, 
and other models to twe, shells. 
The shotguns included are the 
models 1901. 97 12, 40 25, and 42. 

On the models 191i 40. and 25, 
the plug diameter should be 
nineteen thirty-seconds Inch di- 
ameter by six and ele/er sixteen- 
ths inches long. On »he model 42 
the plug dimension should be 
three eighths inch diameter, by 
ten and nine sixteenths inches. 
It might be well to check these 
dimensions before you go afield. 
Stripers Migrating 

During the past week two 
West Roxbury striper anglers 
reported to me that smaller 
stripers In fairly large schools 
have appeared off-shore on the 
lower Cape. 

Up until recently the two 
anglers have been getting fish 
ranging from six to sixteen 
pounds, but these have disap- 
peared. 

Local Cape anglers predict that 
this is the start of the fall mi- 
gration and usually signifies the 
end of the striper fishing in that 
section. The larger f'sh that mi- 
grate south during late October 
usually do not come ir shore. 

This Is true along the New 
Hampshire coast each year The 
larger stripers leaving the 
Maine coast each fall usually 
run far off shore, and the New 
Hampshire anglers get about 
two weeks of good, active fish- 
ing for small stripers only. 

The r o are still plenty of big 
stripers along our shore;:, and I 
just had the pleasure of seeing 
my largest one of th-r year. 

I went into Greens B^it Shop 
one morning last weeK at Quincy 
point to get some shiners, and 
while I was waiting lor them to 
be parked, a Quincy man brought 


in a striper that weivnec* exactly 
49 pounds and two ounces. The 
fish no doubt would be tops in 
a number of contests, but the 
fisherman had not registered in 
any of them. He was rot eligible 
for the Shaeffer Salt Water 
Derby since he was not a mem- 
ber of a club that was participat- 
ing in it. 

The fish waa taken in the canal, 
just .opposite the Hcrrir g Run, 
on an atom plug wh’ch he used 
for *he first time. He previously 
fishod with a sea worm and a 
long spinner. 

Rain Opens Forests

■Bristol County has always been 
good for pheasants and rabbits 
in past years.

Higher and cooler writers 
everywhere has given the boys 
some real good bass and pickerel 
fishing again this past week. 

A group or' West Roxbury 
j anglerS fished the C> arl^s River 
j on Sunday and got il e best ac- 
tion of the year.

' most everywhere but no real big 
' ones are being taken. 

We did run into thdt group of 
i undersize bass that are fairly 
abundant up river from Dedham. 

I Some of these little t-ass are 
taking large frogs an^ hit as 
hard as some of the big fish, but 
most of the action is on larger 
Isize chub. 

Since this group ot small bass 
have become active in the river, 

, there has been very few calico 
bass taken. Earlier in thr season 
the calico seemed to predominate, 
and where they have disappeared 
i to, no one seems to know

Dedham Pumping Station, I met 
two Rosiindale broth6rs who had 
come all the way up bv bicycle. 
The older boy had a Heddon rod 
and reel fully equipped while the 
brother had cut a pc’c along the 
shore and haa equipped it with 
some pieces of white twine. 

Neither had caught a fish 
when I first met them and they 
were about ready to quit. I later 
met them at the Charles River 
Bridge and the boys had four 
nice perch and one pickerel 
which was about thirteen and 
one half inches long. 

To my surprise, I learned that 
all the l'isft were caught by the 
younger brother with Irs make- 
shift equipment. 

Have you ever noticed, as you 
drive along the Charles River, 
fishermen at certain spots 
about every time you pass 
these spots on weekends and 
holidays? 

These boys are teal active 
anglers and .lovers of fishing. 
They open the season on April 15 
and fish until the snow starts 
flying. 

They usually fish trom early 
morning until late in the evening. 
Most of these men come from 
out of town and travr.l by street 
car to the Charles River Bridge 
and then walk to their lavorite 
fishing spot. 

You can see one of them each 
weekend fishing below the bridge 
at the Dedham Pumr-’ng Station 
where he has fished for at least 
five years to my knowledge. 

This man comes all the way 
from Chelsea each weekend by 
street car and is located at his 
spot about six o’cloca each day 
he does not work. H' fishes 
alone, abides by every law of con- 
servation and never kicks if the 
fishing is good or bad He just 
loves the sport and is a good 
example of a good sportsman 
even if he cannot te'l yon in our 
nati /e tongue.

lego we were taught that such 
reporting in percentages was 
old time stuff, not acceptable be- 
cause it could be construed as 
an attempt to befuddle the stu- 
dent, reader or citizen. Strange- 
ly enough, I know many people 
and I mean 95 out of every 100 
Newton- people must be disap- 
pointed with having a Mayor 
who admits, in print, his lack 
of easy-to-understand city infor- 
mation. 

“We were told in the Mayor’s 
report 'Critics who are not well 
grounded economists . . will 
recognize . . . complex figures 
This Is so ridiculous I am 
prompted to write you to ask 
if you feel that you as Mayor 
must be one of those ‘well 
grounded economists?’ As a 
Newton family man home owner 
I have to balance my home 
budget. That is a 'must' in our 
business affairs as applies to 
family life as my private busi- 
ness. We know we have so 
many dollars coming In each 
week and certain fixed re-occur- 
ing and non-reoccuring ex- 
penses. The only difference be- 
tween the business of the city 
[ of Newton and my home or my 
business is the volume. Statis- 
tics happen to be a hobby of 
mine but I am bored to death 
with reference to figures of 1900, 
1909, 1924, 1929 and the 30’s just 
to prove what we all know — 
that costs have risen. 

“If you become Mayor, Mr. 
Janse, will you publish what 
radio announcers term ‘mumbo 
jumbo, medicine man treatment’ 
such f.s our present Mayor 
offers, in his report, namely, 
that Newton taxes are lower 
than the average of 39 cities, 
yet costs have risen? 

“Every man who has had time 
to read his article over and over 
[can learn that with 57 per cent 
less employees we the people of 
Newton are getting increased 
municipal services. This is a 
natural evolution due to the em- 
ployment of machinery bought 
with the taxpayers’ money. Why 
does the Mayor submit such a 
report to a intelligent Newton 
citizenry in an attempt to give 
them a comfortable feeling of 
contentment and ease when the 
true facts are known, or should 
be, that the the Introduction of 
modern equipment has lowered 
the costs. 

“Pleae, Mr. Janse, take time 
to answer my letter as soon as 
you can because if you give me 
a business like answer I shall 
let every one of my acquaint- 
ances know your reply,

tion in the contract was not to 
be enforced?’ One Department 
Head replied slowly and thought- 
fully, "No," and the other an- 
swered likewise. 

"The Mayor asked the con- 
tractor if he heard the reply and 
the contractor answered empha- 
tically that if the specifications 
of the contract were o be enforcta 
he would never sign the contract. 

"The Mayor then asktd: "Do 
you realize that what you havt 
said htrt is as good as public 
since It is necessary for me in 
usual course to explain to the 
Board of Aldermen why it has 
become necessary to readvertise 
the contract for further bids?” 
Tht contractor madt no reply. 

"The contract was then read- 
vertised, this time five bidders 
appearing. The former contractor 
was third from lowest, mort than 
$11,000 higher than the low bid- 
der. The low bidder, while un- 
knon in Newton, was endorsed 
by three towns which he was strv- 
ing, one o fthemNee dham. He 
i exhibited his equipment, suppli- 
ed ample references and a first- 
class performance bond, and by 
the law, the low bidder merited 
the award. (The performance of 
the new contractor, by mathe- 
matical record, indicates a 
marked improvement in this City 
service.)

"Later, friends appeared at the 


Mayor’s office seeking to have 

the contract placed with the for- 
mer contractor at the price o fthe 
low bidder. The citizens of New- 
ton realize, of course, that the 
rules of open bidding are inviol- 
able, and the integrity of the 
City is involved in the handling 
of bids. Every effort must be 
made to encourage and protect 
low bids to hold down City costs, 
and especially is it imposible to 
award a contract to one who 
tried to secure a higher price 
from the City. 

"What is the essential point 
in this narrative? The vital issue 
lies in whether any citizen shall 
tolerate the handling of City 
contracts — above all with the ap- 
proval of a man as Mayor — by an 
individual who questions whether 
the specifications of contracts 
signed with the City shall be en- 
forced. 

"Every regular contractor in 
or about the City holds high 
respect for the methods of handl- 
ing bids in Newton and will sup- 
port the Mayor’s position.

Use of an oil polish on lac- 
quered furniture will sometimes 
produce a gray-blue bloom. Get 
a small quantity of “green” 
soap from your druggist. Make 
a pad of soft cloth, wet it in 
cool water, wring it nearly dry, 
then dip it into the soap. Rub 
on a small section of the wood, 
rinse thoroughly with a clean, 
damp pad and dry with a very 
soft cloth. Polish with the 
grain. 

Wax is preferred over an oil 
polish for lacquered furniture, 
but use it sparingly. 

Can you give me some idea of 
the amount of ingredients need- 
ed to serve potato salad to 250 
people.. — Mrs. J. A. 

A large order, not for us but 
for you. To serve 250 people 
with approximately four-ounce 
portions of potato salad you’ll 
need 50 pounds of potatoes, 
cooked, diced and marinated 
with 7 x h cups of French dress- 
ing. Add 5 ounces salt or more 
to taste, 2>a cups mild vinegar, 
40 (or more) hard-cooked, diced 
eggs, I 1 * pounds green peppers, 
chopped, a scant 2 pounds pi- 
miento, chopped, 5 pounds cel- 
ery cut in rings, and 5 cups 
mayonnaise. Mix carefully so 
potatoes aren’t mashed. 

/ leant to put deck canvas on 
a sun deck. How should it be 
laid on a wood floor f This floor- 
ing was treated with creosote, 
consequently, paint wears off 
quickly. — Mrs. T. J. 

Get heavy roofing canvas of 
the best quality. Floor boards 
should be tight and even— re- 
place any that aren’t. Make a 
soft paste of white lead and 
linseed oil; apply in a fairly 
thick bed to the floor. 

Stretch the first strip of can- 
vas at the edge of the roof, 
rolling it into the paste and 
securing it with long copper 
tacks put in an inch apart all 
around. Lay the second stretch 
with its edge overlapping the 
edge of the first one by 2 inch- 
es. Put paste under the overlap 
and secure by tacks. 

Continue in this way. When 
the roof is covered, put on a 
priming coat of porch paint or 
deck enamel and, when it is 
dry, two more coats of the same, 
used as it comes from the can. 

I know that veal is young 
beef, but where docs calf come 
into the butcher’s picture f — 
Mrs. L. 

Meat marked "Veal” usually 
comes from animals less than 
14 weeks old, fed largely on 
milk products. The stamp "Calf’ 
means that the animal has pass- 
ed the veal stage but has not 
yet taken on beef characteris- 
tics. The meat is firmer and 
coarser in texture than veal, 
is deeper red and has more fat. 
Its flavor is a little stronger 
than veal.

Tricks with Pictures: Select 
Wisely to Suit Taste and Home 

A picture may be more expressive than a long story, but 
picture hung indiscriminately may mar a room that Is otherwise 
correctly decorated. 

When a need for pictures is realized, the selection of a subject 

is often a stumbling block. Your 


own sense of beauty, rather than 
an art critic’s viewpoint, should 
be your guide. Keep in mind the 
color scheme and style of your 
home, then buy what you like 
best. A modern, impressionistic 
picture will look queer in a tra- 
ditional setting, and Sir Joshua 
Reynolds won’t be comfortable 
in a room of sleek, light furnish- 
ings and bold colors. By the 
same token, select a frame to 
suit the painting. 

Before you shop for pictures, 
plan where to place them. If you 
don’t care whether a picture is 
seen or not, don’t hang it just for 
the sake of filling an inconspicu- 
ous wall space. A painting that 
has any value to you or the room 
should be given proper light. 

Fluorescent Lighting 

A series of coordinated prints 
arranged over low bookcases 
makes an unusually interesting 
arrangement. Copy a studio Stunt 
by installing grooved moldings 
to accommodate the pictures and 
facilitate changing them at will. 
Install fluorescent tubes below 
the bottom molding for a novel 
effect.

Photo-murals are 
not expensive but unless in rela- 
tively small size, are not too 
adaptable to modern homes 
where rooms are not large. Since 
photo-murals are usually black 
or brown and white, they may be- 
come monotonous if their subject 
matter isn’t carefully chosen. Any 
paperhanger can apply photo-mu- 
rals to a wall.

We would not attempt to answer the question accurately 
but we have on file close to one hundred different recipes center- 
ing around the tasty and nutritious banana.

Get heavy roofing canvas of 
tne best quality. Floor boards 
should be tight and even — re- 
place any that aren’t. Make a 
soft paste of white lead and 
linseed oil; apply in a fairly 
thick bed to the floor. 

Stretch the first strip of can- 
vas at the edge of the roof, 
rolling It into the paste and 
securing it with long copper 
tacks put in an inch apart all 
around. Lay the second stretch 
with its edge overlapping the 
edge of the first one by 2 inch- 
es Put paste under the overlap 
and secure by tacks. 

Continue in this way. When 
the roof is covered, put on a 
priming coat of porch paint oi; 
deck enamel and, when it is 
dry, two more coats of the same, 
used as it comes from the can.

eral, State and Local govern- 
ments. In 1900 it amounted to 
5%. For thc fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1948 all governments 
collected $54.5 billion in taxes, 
or about 26% of a national in- 
come of. $212 billion. This is 
equal to $372.00 for every man, 
woman and child in the country 
73% of this $54.5 billion was col 
lected by the Federal govern 
ment. In 1940 there was one 
government employee for every 
205 people. Today there is one 
for every 70. 

Earnings paid to government 
do not go into productive enter- 
prises that in, and of themselves 
provide permanent employment, 
but go for activities, however 
worthy, that deprive the nation 
of the risk money so essential 
to the increased industrial ac- 
tivity upon which our national 
prosperity depends. Now do we 
believe in private enterprise or 
do we believe in Socialism? When 
have we gone Socialist or when 
are we private enterprise? Is the 
dividing line at 26% for taxes 
or is it 40 1 as in England? There 
is no doubt in my mind regard- 
less of what the President may 
say that we have "creeping so- 
cialism” in this country right 
now. 

History is replete with the ef- 
fect on a nation of bureaucratic 
activity. A University of Zurich 
professor states “All Western na- 
tions ar^ headed toward totalitar- 
ianism, not because they like dic- 
tatorship, but because wherever 
a social evil is to be cured they 
appeal to the State for help.” It 
is shockingly evident that the 
majority of the people do not real- 
ize that little by little the State 
is encroaching on their liberties 
under the guise of paternalism. 
They do not comprehend the ter- 
rific impact of heavy taxes on our 
national economy. 

Thc writer believes the only 
way in which full realization of 
present day trends can be 
brought home is through educa- 
tion: a general education admin- 
istered in such a way that it will 
eventually reach and permeate 
the minds of every strata of our 
society. I would suggest a four- 
year course in our High Schools 
to be called “Taxation — Its Cause 
and Effect,” as necessary today 
as Reading, Writing and Arith 
metic. The student would study 
local taxation first and follow 
through with County, State and 
Federal taxation. He would 
find as Adam Smith once said, 
‘‘the elders of the community in- 
cur the obligations, but the rising 
generatibn must earn and pay thc 
taxes to discharge these obliga- 
tions.” He would learn that no na- 
tion can go on indefinitely spend- 
ing billions and long endure, gov 
er^ment economists to the con- 
trary. An over lapping, top-heavy 
structure such as now exists is 
bound to topple unless drastic 
steps are taken to forestall it. The 
Hoover commission has shown 
the way. 

The economist Wesley Clair 
Mitchell states "It is a historical 
fact that in the countries that 
have given wide scope to private 
initiative— the masses of mankind 
attained a higher degree of mat- 
erial comfort and a larger meas- 
ure of liberty than at any earlier 
time of which we have knowledge 
or under any other form of or- 
ganization that mankind has 
tried out in practice.”

Use yellow 
drapes. This will give both light 
and warmth to the room. If your 
woodwork is white try painting 
your piano tp match. We did 
and our white" elephant suddenly 
made a hit. Gray broadloom 
would be excellent for stair car- 
peting and living room rug. Paint 
the radiator to match the wood- 
work. A ladderback chair with 
tapestry covering takes up little 
space and lends atmosphere. A 
love-seat in a pretty green 
damask should do the trick.

I have 
gray wallpaper with a darker 
gray stripe.

Exploding The 
False Notions 
About Cancer 

— o — 

The false, foolish and danger- 
ous notions about cancer — ideas 
held by otherwise sensible peo- 
ple— would probably fill as many 
books as would the known, 
proven facts about the disease. 

Many Americans will believe 
anything told them about ‘can- 
cer. In part, this is boyn out of 
a fear in which they snatch at 
any straw. But another and 
much larger aspect of this un- 
questioning belief stems only 
from old wives’ tales, "tradi- 
tional” remedies, and outright 
quack advice 

The danger in these false 
ideas is the waste of time — and 
time, in treating cancer, often 
means life itself. By the time 
a victim of cancer discovers that 
his pet "remedy" is useless, the 
disease may have progressed to 
a stage beyond repair. 

When cancer is discovered 
early, in many cases it is pos- 
sible to cure it by three— and 
only three — methods. These 
are surgery, x-ray and radium. 
For years, the American Cancer 
Society has been hammering 
away at this one great fact — 
that THERE ARE NO OTHER 
WAYS TO CURE CANCER. 
And yet, people still have to be 
told patiently that — 

Cancer cannot be cured with 
special salves and ointments; a 
diet of fruit will not cure it; 
there is no old Indian remedy 
that "draws the cancer out” 
when rubbed on the skin; eat- 
ing raw potatoes will not cure 
it; eating potatoes will not 
cause it; faith-healing won’t do 
the trick; sea water from North 
Wales is of no help; there is 
no remarkable "scientific belt” 
that will end it once and for all. 

One of the most dangerous of 
false notions is held by people 
who are too smart to believe in 
quack remedies — but who are 
confident that their symptoms 
can mean nothing because there 
is no pain. The truth is that 
pain is frequently a late arrival 
in cancer, and when it docs show 
up it may be too late. Symptoms 
(to be discussed in another ar- 
ticle) should be called to a doc- 
tor’s attention at once, whether 
or not pain is present. 

The cause of cancer is another 
field for myths about the dis- 
ease; while scientists frankly 
confess that they have yet to 
find the complete answer as to 
what causes cancer, some 
people will give you glib and 
entirely false answers. These 
people still have to be told 
patiently that — 

Cancer is not caused by 
a single severe injury; you don’t 
get cancer just because your 
parent had it; cancer is not con- 
tagious — you can’t "catch it” 
like a cold; it is never caused 
by aluminum cooking utensils, 
and electric refrigeration has 
nothing to do with it; no foods 
or combinations of foods can 
cause it; and drinking has 
nothing to do with cancer. 

Now, in addition to establish- 
ing these sound methods of 
treating cancer, doctors have 
learned a good deal about 
things that seem to make it 
easier for cancer to start, al- 
though they haven’t yet cracked 
its real secret. They know that 
cancer never develops in healthy 
tissue; it follows, then, that any 
condition that tends to break 
down normal tissue and normal 
cells may be paving the way for 
cancer. 

For example, irregular eating 
habits don’t cause cancer, but 
may result in an unhealthy di- 
gestive system that can give 
rise to cancer. 

Continual or chronic irrita- 
tion can do it. For instance, 
continued overexposure to the 
hot sun may cause cancer of 
the skin, and constant rubbing 
of a mole or old scar may bring 
on growth of malignant (can- 
cerous) tissue. 

Finally, doctors know that 
certain Individuals are more 
prone to cancer than others. 
But as yet, they don’t know why. 


Til B COMMONWEALTH OF

Real Need Exists 
For Junior College 

— o — 

"The fact that 86 per cent of 
our entering freshmen are en- 
rolled in terminal two • year 
courses emphasizes a very real 
need that Newton Junior College 
is prepared to meet,” says Ray- 
mond A. Green, Principal, Newton 
Junior College, in releasing data 
about the freshman class. "The 
Newton Public Schools fill this 
need for 16 neighboring com- 1 
munities as well, with 47 per 
cent of the freshman class coming 
from outside Newton.” 

The most popular courses of 
study for the entering class of 
66 freshmen are those offered in 
business and the trades (29), 
with the general education 
courses a close second (26). Nine 
students are enrolled in the col- 
lege transfer programs. Two are 
registered for part-time courses 
of study. 

Thirty-five of the freshmen 
(53 per cent of the class) are 
from the various Newtons, with 
Brookline second (10), Wellesley 
and Wellesley Hills tied for third 
with three each, and Brighton 
and Roxbury contributing two 
apiece. The most distant com- 
munity represented in the fresh- 
man class is Rockport, Mass. 

Newtonville is the best repre- 
sented of the Newtons with nine 
and Newton and West Newton 
tied with eight each. Five stu- 
dents are enrolled from Newton 
Centre, four from Auburndale, 
and one from Newton Highlands.

Careless Driving 
Tactics Discussed 

. — o — 

Groat Impetus was given to the 
nation-wide attack on careless 
and unskilled automobile driving 
by the first National Conference 
on High-School Driver Education 
In three-day session at Jackson’s 
Mill, West Virginia, this week, 
according to Principal Raymond 
A. Green of The Newton High 
School, who attended the meeting 
as the official representative of 
the National Association of Sec- 
ondary School Principals. Driver 
education is now a part of the 
instruction in 4,585 of the nation’s 

20.000 high schools. More than 

400.000 students are enrolled in 
driver education in 47 states and 
the 1 District of Columbia. The 
number of schools offering be- 
hind-the-wheel instruction ranges 
from 15 in Maine to 600 in Illi- 
note. A total of 3,184 training 
cars are in use throughout the 
country. 

The Jackson’s Mill Conference 
outlined the curriculum and the 
methods of administration and 
instruction that have developed 
from the experience of schools 
already engaged in driver educa- 
tion. Getting down to funda- 
mentals, the 140 members of the 
Conference, representing 45 
states, planned to teach sound 
practices in urban, rural and 
open highway driving. Training 
will include driving at night, 
driving through fog and smoke, 
driving in wet weather, and on 
icy pavements where instruction 
i$ offered when this condition 
exists. Towing, pushing, getting 
out of a skid, and driving through 
soft sand are among the skills in 
which training will be given in 
the expanded program recom- 
mended by the Jackson’s Mill 
Conference. 

The porgram of driver educa- 
tion will include classroom learn- 
ings as well as behind-the-wheel 
instruction. Information on acci- 
dent facts, courtesy of the road, 
and the responsibilities of citi- 
zens for the safe and efficient de- 
velopment of the nation’s pas- 
senger and freight transportation 
are objects of these courses. 

The educators, representing 
state departments of education, 
city and county school systems, 
colleges and universities, were 
joined in their discussions by pro- 
fessional civic and industrial ind 
other organizations interested in 
the attack upon mounting traffic 
accident tolls of more than 30,- 
000 fatalities and a property dam- 
age of $2,800,000,000 annually.

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Progress On School Building 
Program Told PTA Council 


A report on the present status 
of the Newton school building 
construction program was pre- 
sented by the building commit- 
tee of the Newton Council of 
Parent-Teacher Association at 
an open meeting of the Council. 

Drawing his facts from a de- 
tailed work progress chart, R.

In other 
words, the "Army” gives as- 
sistance to families in desperate 
need, who otherwise might find 
themselves without the prompt 
and vital aid the Salvation 
Army is geared to offer." 

Next year the Salvation Army 
will spend more than $1,250,000 
to help the needy of Greater Bos- 
ton. But public-spirited people 
are asked to contribute only 
two — fifths of this sum— that is, 
$457,000. And of that amount, 
Newton’s share is less than 5 per 
cent— only $20,000. 

"I earnestly hope," added Mr. 
Colburn, "that all of us here in 
Newton will join hearts and 
hands to support the Salvation 
Army— and so make it possible 
to provide immediate help to 
those in our midst who cannot 
help themselves."

Fire Chief Corcoran 
Issues Warning 

— o — 

Newton, Fire Chief John E. 
Corcoran issues tne following 
warning to the general public as a 
fire prevention measure: 

1. Discontinue the use of pa- 
pier mache jack-o-lanterns with 
candles for Halloween celebra- 
tions. The use of such lanterns 
in a nearby city recently caused 
explosions and resultant fire. 

These lanterns are now under- 
going laboratory tests in the 
state fire marshal’s office and a 
report will be made to the fire 
chief later. The only safe jack-o- 
lantem is one made from a pump- 
kin and illuminated by an electric 
light bulb. 

2. W’ith the approach of winter 
weather, many heating units are 
substituted in the home before 
large heating units are consider- 
ed necessary. The electric radia- 
tor comes under this heading and 
as these radiators consume an 
average of 160 watts and the av- 
erage buyer is a homeowner who 
usually resides in an older type 
house having only one circuiV 
distribution, they are listed as 
liable to cause fire if installed 
under such conditions. 

The national board of fire un- 
derwriters requests a separate 
circuit of No. 12 wire to provide 
for any electrical appliance ex- 
ceeding 1200 watts. This is a most 
important requisite to the install- 
ation of such appliances in order 
to prevent fire.

Editor, Newton Graphic: 

As a citizen whose long ambi- 
tion to move to the City of New- 
ton was recently fulfilled, it has 
been somewhat disturbing to me 
to read the pronouncements of 
the two candidates for mayor 
who are challenging the re-elec- 
ttop of Mayor Lockwood. Accord- 
ing to one candidate, Newton is 
in the hands of "special inter- 
ests" who have done nothing for 
years but neglect its schools, 
roads and playgrounds. Accord- 
ing to the other candidate, New- 
ton is now, or has been, in the 
hands of mayors who have been 
both "insufficient and inefficient." 

I moved to Newton with my 
family on the urging of friends, 
who assured me that Newton of- 
fered for me and my family all 
the things which these candidates 
now proclaim loudly to be non- 
existent. 

I came to Newton because of 
the schools. If I have heard it said 
once, I have heard it said a thou- 
sand times, and always .with ad- 
miration, "There are no schools 
like those of the City of Newton. 
Their standing is countrywide.” 
Obviously, good teachers do not 
grow on trees, nor do good 
schools come into being over 
night, and it should be clear to 
any thinking person that the ex- 
cellence of our school system 
must be due to people like Mayor 
Lockwood and his predecessors, 
in cooperation with the School 
Committee, who have made ade- 
quate plans over a long period 
of years for new schools and the 
improvement of the older ones. 

I came to Newton because of 
the favorable tax rate. As a Town 
Meeting member of the Town of 
Reading I became well acquaint- 
ed with matters affecting the 
tax rate and its importance to 


the home owner. I have long won- 
dered how a city of the size of 
Newton, with its numerous 
schools, large playgrounds, lakes 
and ponds tor swimming and 
skating, and attractive roads, has 
been able to enjoy the favorable 
tax rate it has— which rate, I am 
reliably informed, is the lowest 
approved rate for any Massachu- 
setts city. Such a tax rate must 
be the result only of honest and 
efficient administration and util- 
ization of every proper means to 
save the tax payers’ money. Un- 
doubtedly, there are lower tax- 
rates throughout the State, but 
before these can be acclaimed in- 
vestigation must be had as to the 
nature of the services rendered. 
Is there a municipal water de- 
partment? Is there municipal col- 
lection of garbage? of waste 
paper? Are the teachers ade- 
quately paid? Are there play- 
grounds? Is there an adequate 
poljce and fire department? I am 
quite sure that to any Newton 
resident these questions may 
seem foolish, because they are es- 
sential municipal services, but 
the sad fact remains that* in 
many places throughout Massa- 
chusetts the residents have their 
own wells as their water supply, 
pay a private contractor for gar- 
bage and^waste paper collection, 
and have under-staffed police and 
fire departments. When we con- 
sider all that we have here In the 
way, of excellent municipal serv- 
ices, there can be no question 
municipal officers of our City 
have done a fine job over a period 
of time. I might add that the 
feeling in this regard was con- 
firmed recently by the' "Out- 
standing Mayor Award" to 
Mayor Lockwood by the Massa- 
chusetts Mayors’ Association.

“One good term deserves an- 
other” could be the slogan for 
the campaign of Mayor Theo- 
dore R. Lockwood for re-election 
as Mayor of Newton, for his 
campaign is built on the record. 
In his appearances before vari- 
ous groups the Mayor has set 
forth just what has been ac- 
complished during his first term 
in office as Mayor, and has met 
with facts and figures the argu- 
ments advanced by his. two op- 
ponents. That was the program 
he followed at the crowded 
gathering last Monday of the 
League of Women voters at the 
Newtonville Woman’s Club, 
answering with facts all the 
challengers from his opposing 
candidates and all the questions 
from the floor. 

Discussing the Newton tax ; 
rate Mayor Lockwood has point- I 
ed out facts which prove the ; 
city’s excellent position in com- i 
parison with other cities in Mas- | 
sachusetts. He cited figures to 
show that wheras from 1924 to 


the figure for the period 1930 
to 1939 was $8.44 below the av- 
erage, and from 1940 to 1947 it 
was $9.96 below the average, in 
the ydhrs 1948 and 1949, with 
Lockwood as Mayor, Newton’s 
tax rate is $11.86 lower than the 
average of the 39 cities. 

In reply to questions as to 
use of the surplus, the Mayor 
has pointed out that under the 
law the surplus of any city is 
the property of the taxpayers, 

( and that the correct and legal 
i procedure with that surplus is 
to use it for the reduction of 
taxes, and that no city officials 
have any right to withold more 
than a sound and safe margin 
of surplus to cover current ex- 
penses of the city. 

Commenting on the reckless 
promises of his opponents, May- 
or Lockwood has made it clear 
to the voters that there are 23 
department heads and 14 boards 


who, working with the full-time 
Mayor and under constant re- 
view by the board of 21 Aider- 
men, direct and guide the city’s 
expenditures. The Mayor be- 
lieves that Newton’s city or 
organization compnres more 
than favorably with those of 
any other cities. 

Dealing with the rise in the 
cii. ’s debt Mayor Lockwood 
showed that the per capita debt 
has been reduced by 43 per cent. 
The debt figure in 1900 was 
$5,824,000, compared with the 
figure of $8,097,000 in 1949; 
which is an increase of 39 per 
cent, against a population in- 
crease for the name period of 
260 per cent, and an increase in 
valuation of 350 per cent. The I 
per capita valuation increased 
from $1716 in 1900 to $2370 in 
1949, or 38 per cent, the per 
I capita debt falling from $173 to 
$98— or, as he said, a drop of 43 
per cent. , 

Mayor Lockwood has explain- 
ed the rigid pursuit of wise city 
economy, facing the fact that 
more money is constantly need- 
ed to carry on the city’s affairs 
while no new sources of rev- 
enue other than real estate have 
appeared. Thorough studies 
are made by him, the city 
treasurer, the comptroller, the 
assessors, the director of public 
works: and long-range studies 
by the planning board and dis- 
cussions with the Bankers’ as- 
sociation and the directors of 
the Newton Taxpayers’ Associ- 
ation are in the financial pic- 
ture of the city. All these find- 
ings are studied by the Finance 
Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen and are then reviewed 
by the entire board. These are 
the ways by which the cost of 
Newton’s city government are 
kept down and by which New- 
ton in 1949 has the lowest ap- 
proved tax rate of any city in 
the Commonwealth. 

A comment heard after the 
League of Women Voters meet- 
ing was this': “People like to 
live in Newton. They have con- 
fidence in their city government. 
Mayor Lockwood keeps it that 
way.” 

Mayor Lockwood has a heavy 
schedule for speaking engage- 
ments covering the final days of 
the mayoralty campaign, high- 
lights including the meeting 
Sunday evening, October 30, at 
the Hunnewell Club in Newtek. 
The largest hall at the club will 
be needed, the attendance at the 
October 23 meeting being close 
to an overflow. Reports from 
workers in the Lockwood cam- 
; paign in all wards of the city 
| will be made andtfie Mayor wih 
! speak. 

! The Mayor will speak at the 
Rotary meeting Monday noon, 
October 31, and he will attend 
Hallowe’en gatherings in the 
afternoon and evening. On the 
evening of Tuesday, November 
1, ne will address the Men’s Club 
of the Newton Highlands Con- 
gregational Church. 

With the other two candidates 
for Mayor he will speak Wed- 
nesday, November 2, at the Re- 
publican Club non-partisan rally 
held for all candidates for elec- 
tion, at the Weeks Junior High 
School. Each candidate for 
Mayor will be given ten minutes 
to speak, with an extra five 
minutes allowed for rebuttal. 
Candidates for contested seats 
for Alderman-at-large, ward Al- 
derman and School Committee 
will have two minutes each. The 
pattern of the meeting will be 
similar to that held by the New- 
ton League of Women Voters 
last Monday, October 24, at the 
Newtonville Woman’s Club

Heaid On Radio 

I Last Saturday, Dwight Col- 
burn, General Chairman for New- 
! ton of the Salvation Army’s 
1949-1950 appeal for funds, to-- 
gether with several members of 
the local* Service Fund Commit- 
tee, appeared on a special broad- 
cast of the Yankee Network over 
station WNAC. 

Dorothy Kraus, of the ‘WNAC 
staff, conducted the broadcast 
i which took the form of informal 
interview’s with Dwight Colburn, 
James C. Reynolds of the City 
of New’ton Welfare Department. 
Miss Emily Hickey, Probation 
Officer of the Newton Police De- 
partment. Mrs. Holden of the 
Newton Family Service Bureau, 
and Mrs. Lucille Palmer, a social 
! worker at the Newton-Wellesley 
j Hospital. 

Mr. Colburn stressed the fact 
that twenty per cent of Newton’s 
i fund quota stays in the City 
I and is used by Newton’s Serv- 
ice Fund Committee when and 
where there is need. There is 
no overhead expense in ad- 
ministering the fund, and every 
penny consequently, is spent for 
unusual and emergency relief 
w'hich no other local agency can 
meet. 

Mr. James C. Reynolds of the 
Welfare Department, who has 
been a member of the Service* 
Fund Committee since 1943, stat- 
ed that the Committee repre- 
sents the Family Service Bureau, 
j the Newton-Wellesley Hospital, 
i the New ton Court, the City's 
Welfare Department, and the 
Soldiers Relief. He pointed out 
i that the Fund Committee is gear- 
led to give help quickly. For in- 
bailee, the Welfare Department, 
when helping a family where the 
father has been out of work for 
some time, cannot pay bills in 
arrears, such as accumulated 
( electric light bills. Nevertheless, 
the family is in danger of hav- 
ing its service shut off. But the

Salvation Army Service Fund 
gets into the picture, and the 
family is re-established on a 
secure basis. 

In her work as Probation Offi- 
cer. Miss Emily Hickey said that 
the Service Fund enables her to 
meet immediate calls for small 
sums ofdnoney. She uses it many 
times for car fare when she 
finds someone, called perhaps to 
appear in Court, is without 
money to return home. It is also 
often used for the care of ne- 
glected children in toster nomes 
or for children on probation. 

The Service Fund repeatedly 
provides immediate help for large 
families of low income level, 
Mrs. Holden, of the Newton 
Family Service Bureau, revealed. 
Frequently, in such families, an 
unexpected emergency may 
strike. Or there just may not be 
enough money in the father’s 
pay envelope to supply all the 
shoes and rubbers needed. Then 
the Bureau draws on the fund. 
Mrs. , Holden mentioned cases 
where families may not be elig- 
ible for welfare help, and yet 
the father is out of work and 
there is no money coming in. 
The Salvation Army Service 
Fund makes it possible to help 
keep those families going along 
until the father gets a job again. 
Through the Bureau, the Fund 
also supplies clothing for chil- 
dren. baby layettes when the 
need is great, and medical aid. 

Mrs. Lucille Palmer, social 
worker at the Newton Wellesley 
Hospital said that the Hospital 
can give free medical care. X-rays 
and examinations to those in 
want, but that they have no 
emergency fund which can be 
used for appliances or aids. Many 
times there are pre-natal and 
diabetic cases who must have 
glasses: and often there is need 
tor special orthopedic appliances 
| or dentures. Newton has no den- 
! tal clinic, Mrs. Palmer observed; 


In response to a request for 
an additional statement. Mr. 
Reynolds told his listeners that 
he felt that “the personnel of 
;this Service Fund Committee of 
the Salvation Army in the City 
of Newton is unique. Each one 
of us is working with the needy 
and the underprivileged daily 
through our own agencies, and 
yet needs occur frequently when 
, the restrictions of our particu- 
lar agency cannot immediately 
meet that need. This Fund, with- 
out red tape or restriction is 
there to use and so is important 
in bringing help, strength and 
consolation to hundreds of New- 
ton citizens yearly who are wor- 
ried. disturbed or in physical or 
mental trouble.”

RED FEATHER CAMPAIGN 
AT 31.3% OF ITS GOAL 


At the first report luncheon of 
the Greater Boston Red Feather 
Campaign, Newton reported 
$93,348 or 31.3 per cent of its 
goal. This amount represents 
approximately 50 per cent of 
the goals of the divisions which 
did advance solicitation. No 
funds from the Residential Di- 
vision were included as Monday 
night was the first report night 
of that division. The results of 
the first week-end’s general so- 
licitation brought in an addi- 
tional $21,386 from Residential, 
and further subscriptions from 
Advance Gifts, Manufacturing, 
Mercantile, and Municipal Divi- 
sions are estimated to bring the 
total for today’s report lunch- 
eon to an amount in excess of 
$135,000, or 46 per cent of the 
Newton goal. 

The campaign dinner at the 
Newton High School on October 
2 , opening the Red Feather 
campaign in Newton, was * a 
huge success. Dr. J. Seelye Bix- 
ler, president of Colby College, 
speaking on the subject “Let’s 
Be Personal,’’ said: "Ours is an 
impersonal age. Personal qual- 
ities are being lost sight of. 
The nineteenth century was a 
century of democracy. The twen- 
tieth century is moving towards 
a century of totalitarianism. 
There is too much tendency to 
divide into different pressure 
and sectarian groups.” 

Dr. Bixler further stated: 
**The Community Chest offers an 
outlet for those who want to do 
public good and who want to 
be of influence in serving the 
public need. Working for the 
Community Chest is democracy 


at its best. Any city which has 
a Community Chest is a more 
desirable city to live in because 
it has found a way to bring 
all peoples together to work co- 
operatively. The Community 
Chest idea has caught fire. It 
is hard to calculate its value. 
The hope of democracy goes 
hand in hand with the success 
of community service." 

Edward A. Hanify, chairman 
of the Greater Boston Red 
Feather Campaign, stated that 
it was a stimulating experience 
to attend an affair like the New- 
ton “Kick-off” meeting, and that 
the fine attendance and enthusi- 
asm was an example of the ser- 
vice that Newton citizens are 
giving to their fellow men. He 
urged that opportunity be given 
to every individual to make a 
subscription so that maximum 
assistance may be given in the 
fine work being done by the 
Red Feather services in Newton 
and throughout Greater Boston. 

Harold T. Pilsbury, Newton 
campaign chairman, presided at 
the dinner and announced the 
results of the various advance 
divisions. Mayor Theodore R. 
Lockwood read his Community 
Chest Proclamation, and F. 
Brittain Kennedy, president of 
the Newton Community Chorus 
of the Newtons under the lead- 
ership of James W. Rowley, 
gave a splendid program which 
received a long and well-deserv- 
ed applause. *
